IHEN the international highway from Laredo, Texas, to 
Mexico City js formally opened early next year, the cere- 
y. Will mean much more than the simple linking of two 


-countries-by the first complete motor road. It will mark the 
utijixatkm of the first link hi a highway system which even- 
ttjally will stretch over 11,000 miles from Canada to to Chili, 
const}tutip?-the longest network of motor roads in the world. 


Although few North Americans are familiar with the 


plan, progress already has been made to a point where it is 
estimated that by 1935 the vacationist of New York, Toronto 
qr Seattle will be able to drive at least to Panama over good 
rpads, says The Review of Reviews for September, explaining 
' the project. 


The plan was first launched at the International Con- 


vention of 'American States in Havana in 1927, although 
Mexico at that time already had begun work on the national 
highway project which has now taken practical form. The 


t Pan-American Road Congress, with the assistance of several 


UnitelJ Sjiates government bureaus and other North Ameri- 
can agencies, has interested the Latin nations to the point 
where several are now at work on their sections of the pro- 
jected highway. 


Pa,ssjng 1,200 niiles down the spine of Mexico, the pro- 


jected highway will thence go through Guatemala, Honduras, 
Salvador, Nicaragua, Costa Rica and Panama in Central 
America, then on through Columbia, Equador, Peru and Chile 
to Congepeiqn. A further extension planned would bring a 
highway across the Andes to Buenos Aires on the east coast 
qf Argentina and complete a northward loop through Uru- 
, gU3y, J3ra?i), the Guianas and Venezola to Colombia.

UnusuaiCases Set 


Many Legal Questions Are 


Involved In New 


Deliberations 


WASHINGTON, Oct.. 7.—(UP)-AI- 


mcst 500. eases coy firing a wide variety 
of legal quesllp,n$ greeted the Supreme 
Court when it resumed its delibera- 
tions.

Lnst year the court disposed of more 


than l.OfJO cases. This year it will be 
called, on to dispose of at least lhat 
many in spite of its growing inclina- 
tion to take jurisdiction in as few cas- 
es ns possible. 


The past year has seen two changes 


in the personnel of the bench. Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes oc- 
cupies the chair which was Justice 
William Howard Taft's. One entirely 
new face made its appearance when 
Justice Owen J. Roberts took his seat 
as the court's youngest member. 


He will probably receive less at- 


tention, however, than Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes who, on Dec. 8. will 
begin his 29th year on the bench and 
on March 8 will celebrate his i)0^h 
birthday anniversary. 


Dry laws will receive 
their full 


quota of consideration. The validity 
of the 18th Amendment and the Vol- 
stead Act are questioned by A. Stan- 
ley Stfpeland, Buffalo minister and 
persistent antagonist of the law. The 
so-called Jones five-and-ten law is 
challenged in the appeal of n St. Jos- 
eph, Mo., resident who received a sen- 
tence of four years for the sale of a 
pint of liquor to prohibition agents. 
Whether cr not either of these ac- 
tions will reach the stage of catual ar- 
gument before the court is still a mat- 
ter of conjecture. 


The largest part of the court's work 


seems likely to be taken up with tax 
cases covering 
a 
wide 
variety of 


questions. More than 100 of them have 
so far found their way unto the dock- 
el. In many instances they refer to 
lax laws which have since become ob- 
solete, such as the gift and excess 
profit taxes. 


The individual: states will be in- 


terested in the court's ruling on a suit 
involving the Nebraska capital stock 
tax law. The state seeks to tax the 
capital stock of domestic corporations 
whether employed within or without 
the slate. 


The lax laws of a score 
of other 


states arc questioned including New 
Mexico's imposition on gasoline.

prison door clangs behind the prison- 
er. In most sections of the country, a 
combined probation and parole officer 
will be available to.aid these released 
to overcome the handicap of their pris- 
on record. 
' 


New probation officers' are now be- 


ing appointed throughout the country 
under, .an expanded appropriation of 
?175,000 voted by Congress at the last 
session. The Justice Department ex- 
pects'to have 51 such officers on duty 
iby November 1. At present there are 
only 15 probation officers and no pa- 
role officers in the federal prison sys- 
tem. 


Treatment of prisoners in this way 


and expansion of the parole system is 
part of the general federal prison pro- 
gram adopted by Sanford Bates, Fed- 
eral Superintendent of Prisons. Mean- 
while, the government is proceeding 
with a '$6,000,000 prison building pro- 
gram expected to aid greatly in re- 
lieving present congestion federal pris- 
ons.
